Irrigation Project in Alberta 

While the cold weather has natural- 
ly interferred with the work on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway big irriga- 
tion dam at Bassano, Alberta, accord- 
ing to advices received recenily there 
are still two hundred men engaged in 
pushing forward the big project.’ The 
concrete work on the big dam-is ex- 
peeted to be finished by the end of 
June, and then there remains to ‘be 
done a large amount of rip-rap work. 
lt is stated that it will be.at least two 
years, however, before the work will 
be finished. 

The dam is the biggest structure of 
its kind, now under construction in 
Canada. ! is being built on the Bow 
River at a point locally known as 
Horse Shoe Bend, about three miles 
south west of Bassano, whichis 83 
miles East of Calgary. The dam is a 
composite tructure, consistinre of a 


long and high earthen embankment 
on the south bank of the river and a 
reinforced concrete spillway in the 
existing river channel. When com- 
pleted the earthen embankment will 
have a total length of over 7,000 feet, 
it will have a maximum height of 45 
feet and will be 350 feet wide at the 
base at its highest point. It will con- 
tain ope million cubic yards of ma- 
terial. The function of the dam is 
to divert water into the main canal of 
ithe C.P.R.’© irrigation system’ in Al- 
berta, In tuis province the Canadian 
| Pacific is “irrigating over 8,000,000 
acres of land, which { generally ac 
cepted io be the most ».oductive and 


richest land in Western Canada.

Cruikshank’s Bank Note 


The most unconventional design for 
a bank-note was undoubtedly George 
Cruikshank’s “Bank-Note—not to be 
imitated,” published in 1818, It was 
inspired by the sight of several wo- 
men dangling from the gallows out- 
side Newgate for uttering forged one 
pound notes. The note included a! 
lavish arrangement of fetters and 
suspended figures, and there was such 
a deniand for copies that Cruikshank 
had to sit up all night to etch a 
duplicate plate. He had the satisfac- 
tion also of knowing that no man or 
woman was ever hanged for the of- 
fence, for the plate led to an Act that 
put a stop to the punishment of death 


for forgery.
